SWIMMING  (Won  8,  Lost  3) 


After  racking  up  a  dual-meet  record  of  eight 
wins  and  three  losses,  the  swimming  team  made  its 
best  showing  of  the  year  at  the  Conference  Cham- 
pionships. With  each  man  bettering  his  time,  the 
Big  Red  walked  off  with  second  place  and  avenged 
two  of  its  losses,  to  Wittenberg  and  Oberlin,  while 
giving  perennial  champs,  Kenyon,  a  run  for  their 
money.

LACROSSE  (Won  10,  Lost  1) 


The  Denison  Big  Red  lacrosse  team  successfully 
defended  its  Midwest  Lacrosse  Association  title 
by  amassing  a  10—1  record.  Coach  Tommy 
Thomsen's  second  league  championship  in  as 
many  years  was  the  result  of  an  undefeated  league 
schedule  with  the  team's  only  loss  suffered  at 
Chestertown,  Maryland,  to  a  Washington  College 
powerhouse. 

The  highlight  of  the  1968  season  were  two  big 
victories— one  over  Ohio  State  (12 — 9)  and  the 
other  over  Oberlin  (5—4)  in  the  last  game  of  the 
season.  A  keynote  to  the  teamwork  of  the  Big  Red 
ten  is  illustrated  by  the  tieing  of  the  record  for 
the  most  assists  in  a  season  (86).  The  other  record 
broken  by  the  1968  team  was  a  career  scoring  rec- 
ord by  Ail-American  Captain  Paul  Doty  with  174 
points. 

At  a  post  season  awards  banquet,  defensemen 
John  Stapleford  and  Jerry  Stacy  were  awarded  the 
Most  Improved  Player  Award,  Bill  Lewis  captured 
the  George  Parks  Memorial  Award  for  the  best 
defenseman,  and  Paul  Doty  received  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  Award  for  the  second  year  in  a 
row.  By  the  end  of  the  season,  it  was  learned  that 


seniors  Bill  Lewis,  Dick  Rieg,  and  Paul  Doty  had 
been  selected  to  play  in  the  North-South  All-Star 
Game.  This  marks  the  first  time  any  Midwest  team 
has  ever  sent  more  than  two  players. 

With  standout  captain-elect  Bob  Martin  returning 
as  goalie,  the  Big  Red  looks  toward  another  cham- 
pionship in  1969.
